To the Honorable H. J. Hagerman, Governor of New Mexico. 


Sir:—In compliance with your request for a report from the 
Board of Dental Examiners for the last two years, I have the 
honor to submit the following: ` 

Within this time the Board has examined eighteen applicants. 
sixteen of whom were regularly licensed. Four meetings have 
been held, allowing two whole days for each examination, viz.: 
One at Santa Fe, May 22nd, and 23rd, 1905, when three candi- 
dates were examined, all passing satisfactory examinations; one at 
Las Vegas, November 6th and 7th, 1905, when six candidates were 
examined, five of whom were licensed ; one at Albuquerque, May 
th and 8th, 1906, when five candidates were examined, four re- 
ceiving licenses; one at Santa Fe, October 29th and 30th, 1906, 
when four candidates were examined, all receiving licenses. 

Two cases of violating the law have been reported, but in both 
instances settlement was effected by an examination before the 
Board. 

Each year a list of licensed dentists is mailed to practitioners 
within the Territory, with a request that anyone practicing dent- 
istry in New Mexico whose name does not appear on such list, be 
reported to the Secretary. We now have fifty licensed dentists in 
the Territory. 

As the term of those holding office is about to expire, this Board 
would recommend that the majority of the?newly appointed Board 
be so located that at least three of its membérs; which would con- 
stitute a quorum, could get together quickly and at a small ex- 
pense. 

In regard to new legislation, we believe our present law to be a 
good and just one, and for the present, at least, can see no reason 
why it should be changed.
